DINNER  TO  BENEFIT  SEMINARY 
TO  TAKE  PLA  CE  ON  JUNE  8 

The  annual  dinner  at  Park  Avenue  Synagogue  held  to  benefit  the  Jewish  Theological 
Seminary  of  America  will  take  place  on  Wednesday,  June  8  at  6  P.M.  The  guest  of  honor  is 
Gerald  Silbert,  an  honorary  Vice  President  of  the  Congregation. 

For  several  generations,  the  Seminary  has  steadily  expanded  its  education  programs  and  ac¬ 
tivities  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  American  Jewish  community  and  Jews  in  Israel  as  well.  Today 
there  are  42  Conservative  Jewish  congregations  in  Israel,  many  of  them  served  by  Seminary 
graduates.  Every  institution  of  higher  learning  in  Israel  has  graduates  of  the  Seminary  on  its 
faculty  and  in  a  number  of  cases,  as  department  heads.  In  the  United  States,  more  than  200  col¬ 
leges  and  universities  have  Seminary  graduates  staffing  departments  of  Jewish  studies. 

It  is  an  accepted  fact  that  most  of  these  programs  could  not  exist  were  it  not  for  the  out¬ 
standing  teacher  training  provided  by  the  Seminary.  The  Seminary  is  an  acknowledged  world 
center  of  Jewish  studies,  religious  and  cultural,  whose  educational  programs  reach  out  to  the  en¬ 
tire  country  through  network  radio  and  television  and  to  the  entire  world  through  scholarly 
publications  and  its  great  library  of  Jewish  and  Hebrew  books. 

A  few  of  the  recent  additions  to  the  Seminary’s  programs  are:  Midreshet  Yerushalayim ,  a 
year  of  study  and  observant  living  for  college-age  students  at  the  Seminary’s  campus  in 
Jerusalem;  Ometz,  a  new  program  for  college  youth  in  the  United  States;  a  new  graduate  train¬ 
ing  program  for  principals  of  the  Solomon  Schechter  Day  Schools;  and  a  pioneering  social  work 
program,  conducted  jointly  with  the  Columbia  University  School  of  Social  Work,  to  develop  a 
corps  of  social  workers  sensitive  to  Jewish  concerns  and  interests. 

In  his  letter  to  the  congregation  which  accompanied  the  invitation  to  the  dinner,  Mr.  Silbert 
held  himself  out  as  a  catalyst  to  raise  funds  for  the  Seminary,  pointing  to  the  duty  and  respon¬ 
sibility  of  the  Jewish  community  to  support  the  Seminary  in  order  to  insure  a  Jewish  luture. 

Dr.  Neil  Gillman,  a  popular  teacher  in  the  Sherr  Institute  of  Adult  Jewish  Studies, 
Associate  Provost  and  Assistant  Professor  of  Jewish  Philosophy  at  the  Seminary,  will  be  the 
guest  speaker  at  the  dinner.  Joyce  Arnoff  Cohen,  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the 
Synagogue,  will  serve  as  dinner  chairperson.

The  Year  of  the  Bible 

In  a  wonderful  rhetorical  flourish  some 
while  ago  President  Reagan  advocated  an  in¬ 
triguing  idea.  He  declared  this  year  to  be  the 
“Year  of  the  Bible.” 

I  was  about  to  do  the  same.  Or,  in  truth,  I 
have  been  saying  the  same  for  some  while 
and  it  is  nice  to  have  the  support  of  the  Chief 
Executive  to  advocate  the  cause.  The  “Year 
of  the  Bible”  .  .  .  Why  not? 

On  what  are  Americans  basing  their 
values?  Possessions?  Pleasure?  Nostalgia? 
Every  society  that  has  generated  values  en¬ 
tirely  from  within  has  gone  the  way  of  all 
pagans  in  every  generation  —  down.  For  a 
society  not  to  decline  it  has  to  reach  beyond 
itself  —  to  higher  values,  to  the  ideas,  the 
stories,  the  aspirations  which  are  found  in 
the  Bible. 

The  President  meant  his  message  for  all 
Americans,  and  all  Americans  should  heed 
it,  not  least  the  Jews.  Do  you  have  a  Jewish 
Bible  at  home?  That  is  the  first  question. 
Years  ago  there  was  not  a  home  without  one. 
No  one  ever  thought  of  getting  married 
without  having  the  Bible  as  a  first  posses¬ 
sion.  Have  you  given  a  Bible  as  a  gift?  The 
first  step  is  to  have  on  ...  in  Hebrew,  in 
English  or  preferably  both,  with  commen¬ 
tary  or  without  commentary.  The  wonderful 
new  translation  of  the  Jewish  Publication 
Society  or  an  old  translation  if  you  like  ar¬ 
chaic  sounds. 

Then  the  most  difficult  step:  to  read  it. 
Start  wherever  you  want.  Remember,  even  if 
you  do  not  begin  at  the  “Beginning,”  you 
can  begin  at  the  beginning  of  something.  If 
you  like  poetry,  why  not  the  Psalms?  If  you 
are  struggling  with  issues  of  suffering,  t.y 
Job.  If  you  like  history  try  Exodus,  Kings  or 
Chronicles.  Masterly  rhetoric,  Deuteron¬ 
omy.  The  greatest  flourishes  of  human 
literature  filled  with  compassion  and  hope? 
Try  Isaiah  or  Jeremiah.  Take  your  choice.

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FROM  THE  LIBRARY 

\  Editor’s  Note:  In  an  effort  to  familiarize  the 
congregation  with  the  contents  of  the  superb  col¬ 
lection  of  books  of  Jewish  interest  to  be  found  in 
the  Rothschild  Library,  our  librarian  Howard 
Davis  has  written  a  series  of  articles  about  the 
library,  the  last  of  which  follows: 


The  Reference  Collection 

The  main  categories  of  the  Rothschild 
Library’s  reference  collection  are:  dic¬ 
tionaries,  encyclopedias,  quick-information 
materials,  annuals,  histories  and  classical 
Jewish  texts. 

The  library  has  several  Hebrew  and  Yid¬ 
dish  dictionaries.  Among  the  Hebrew  dic¬ 
tionaries  are:  Brown,  Driver  and  Briggs 
(BDB)  widely  used  Lexicon ;  Marcus 
Jast row’s  Dictionary  of  the  Targumim,  the 
Taltnuds  and  the  Midrashic  Literature,  a 
work  still  very  much  in  demand;  Eliezer  ben 
Yehuda’s  monumental  eight  volume  Dic¬ 
tionary  and  Thesaurus  of  the  Hebrew 
Language ;  and  Abraham  Even-Shoshan’s 
Hebrew/Hebrew  Dictionary. 

The  library  also  has  different  types  of  en¬ 
cyclopedias.  In  addition  to  useful  one- 
volume  Jewish  and  general  works,  such  as 
The  Columbia  Encyclopedia  and  The  En¬ 
cyclopedia  of  the  Jewish  Religion,  there  are 
three,  multi-volume  English  language  Jewish 
encyclopedias  as  well  as  a  24  volume  Hebrew 
Vnguage  general  encyclopedia,  Ha- 
fcntsiklopediyah  Halvrit. 

The  twelve  volume  Jewish  Encyclopedia, 
Funk  and  Wagnalls  Company,  1901,  con¬ 
tains  articles  by  some  of  the  major  contem¬ 
porary  scholars,  Jews  and  non-Jews,  on  all 
aspects  of  modern,  scientific  Jewish  studies 
as  it  was  then  conceived. 

Since  then,  Jewish  scholarship  has 
undergone  much  change  due  to  discoveries 
and  the  preeminence  of  new  methodologies. 
In  Germany  between  World  War  I  and  II  the 
goal  of  the  Encyclopedia  Judaica  (not  to  be 
confused  with  the  current  English  version), 
under  the  editorship  of  Jacob  Klatzkin, 
Ismar  Elbogen  and  Nahum  Goldman,  was  to 
incorporate  the  latest  scholarship.  The  Nazi 
rise  to  power  caused  the  project  to  cease 
publication  at  Volume  10.  During  World 
War  II,  the  ten  volume  Universal  Jewish  En¬ 
cyclopedia,  which  is  in  our  collection,  was 
published. 

The  latest  undertaking  is  the  English 
language  Encyclopedia  Judaica,  of  which  we 
have  two  sets.  It  consists  of  16  volumes  and 
several  yearbooks.  Published  in  1972,  the 
editors-in-chief  were  Professor  Cecil  Roth 
and,  after  his  death.  Dr.  Geoffrey  Wigoder. 

The  Rothschild  Library’s  other  multi¬ 
volume  encyclopedia  is  the  Talmudic  Ency¬ 
clopedia,  of  which  we  have  three  volumes  of 
an  English  translation.  Originally  under  the 
direction  of  Rabbi  Meir  Berlin  (Bar-Ilan),  a 
major  figure  in  the  history  of  religious 
Zionism,  and  Rabbi  Shlomo  Zevin,  its  pub¬ 
lication  began  in  1947,  with  the  first  English 
translation  appearing  in  1969. 


Eternal  Light  Summer  Series 
Features  Rabbi’s  Book 

Rabbi  Nadich  has  accepted  the  invitation 
of  the  Jewish  Theological  Seminary  of 
America  to  be  the  speaker  on  the  Eternal 
Light  Summer  Series  program,  broadcast  na¬ 
tionally  over  WNBC,  660  on  the  A.M.  radio 
dial. 

The  radio  program,  which  will  deal  with 
contents  of  his  new  book,  Jewish  Legends  of 
the  Second  Commonwealth,  will  continue 
for  ten  weeks  beginning  on  Sunday,  July  3  at 
7:30  A.M.  in  New  York  and  at  other  times  in 
other  cities.  It  is  estimated  that  millions  of 
people  listen  to  the  Eternal  Light  radio  pro¬ 
gram  every  week.  It  is  heard  over  50  stations 
of  the  National  Broadcasting  Company  and 
over  150  stations  of  the  Longhorn  College 
Network  which  originates  at  the  University 
of  Texas  in  Austin  and  reaches  university 
campuses  and  public  radio  stations  through¬ 
out  the  country. 


Nathan  Rapoport  Awarded 
Handleman  Prize 

The  distinguished  sculptor,  Nathan 
Rapoport,  who  created  the  two  sculptures 
which  beautify  the  facade  of  our  new 
building,  was  awarded  the  Joseph  Handle- 
man  Prize  of  the  Jewish  Academy  of  Arts 
and  Sciences.  This  prestigious  prize  was 
given  to  Mr.  Rapoport  in  recognition  of  the 
excellence  of  his  sculptural  work  throughout 
his  lifetime. 

In  addition  to  the  two  sculptures  which 
adorn  our  new  building,  the  only  examples 
of  his  work  in  New  York,  Mr.  Rapoport 
created  the  impressive  sculpture  which 
stands  in  Warsaw,  Poland  as  a  memorial  to 
the  fighters  of  the  Warsaw  Ghetto.  There  are 
also  sculptures  by  him  to  be  found  in  various 
parts  of  Israel.
